BISHOP'S SUMMING IT. 


Or tlic Situation, Fast and. Freieut, in 


Uie Philippines 


Cincinnati, July 14.—~B\snop~riaKfsrif

the Methodist Episcopal church, who has 
spent 40 years as a missionary, mostly in 
India, is here with his family, some ol 
whom are in ill health. The bishoj 
spent some time in Mani'.a in March last 
and was an intelligent observer of events 
He says there is no doubt that the out- 
break between the Americans and Fili- 
pinos was intended by Filipino leaders 
to include a general massacre in the city 
of Manila. He cited in proof of this the 
testimony of two Filipino servants who 
were summoned to service in the army 
by Aguinaldo, and who dared not dis- 
obey, but who warned their Americar 
employers to keep within doors thai 
night, as orders had been given to kill all 
Europeans found on the streets. An- 
other evidence was the finding of 5000 
new knives stored in a Catholic church. 
Only the splendid discipline of the 
American troops prevented the massacre 
in Manila. 


The bishop wag in London when tha 


news of DeTey's victory came. It was 
universally understood there, he said, 
that it meant the permanent possession 
of the Philippines by the limited States 
A?ked why Dewey did not le^-ve Manila 
after the victory, he said the-shortsight- 
edness of the United States government 
made it Impossible. Dewey had not coal 
enough to carry him to the nearest Amer- 
ican coaiinig station, and he was bound to 
take Jiu'iiia in self-defense. The whola 
history of the present Philippine situa- 
tion showed such a natural and logical 
and even inevitable course of events that 
the United States is bound to assert its 
authority there. Anarchy and assas- 
sination, he declares, would follow th« 
withdrawal of the United States forces. 
The only trouble lies in the Luzon isl- 
and. 
All the other islands are peaceful, 


The bishop thinks the proper policy ot 
the United States IB to enlist the men oi 
the other islands, who are the natural 
enemies? of the inhabitants of Luzon, ta 
fight Aguinaldo'a army. Officered' by 
Americans they would quickly dispose 
of the few men that AguinaJdo can mus- 
ter.

Viewing the situation in the far east, 


from the standpoint of a missionary ol 
40 years in that part of th* world, th« 
bishop was impressed with the fact that 
It was the duty of the United States, 
forced upon it by the circumstance! of 
the Spanish war, to hold the Philippines 
and to preserve order and1 extend civil- 
ized government In that vast region. 
Moreover, In the Interest of morality and 
Christianity, he hoped far the dissolution 
of the Chinese empire, which he charac- 
terized as the most helpless government 
on earth. In that event Russia should 
have a portion, giving It an available 
Pacific port. England, though favoring 
the integrity of the Chinese empire, al- 
ready has In mind the valley of the 
Yang-Ue-Klang a» Its 
share. 
The 


United States »howld have Its portion'of 
the coast opposite the Philippines. Such 
a division of China would bring untold 


ana woum aavance the civilization of 
the whole v/orld. 


The bishop declines to discuss the sub- 


ject from the standpoint of American 
politics, but he says he cannot imagine 
why the United States should shrink 
from giving up her exclusive policy and 
hesitate to take her place among the 
nations when the duty is so manifestly 
thrust upon her. If China falls to pieces, 
as nearly all well informed pp"i/. > be- 
lieve it will, it -nou'.d be unwise, if not 
morally \\rong, to concede that the 
European nations have a right to settle 
the destiny of that great empire without 
any reference to America. The United 
States must inevitably become the dom- 
inating naval power of the Pacific ocean, 
and if such a future is in store for her, 
she certavaly ought to hold an important 
Mqtion of the coast line of eastern Asia,

OVER 3-GENT FARES 


Pin.qree and Johnson Decide to Give 


People an Object Lesson. When 


Council Acts Pingree Will Try 


to Amend Constitution. 


Detroit, July 14—"Three cent" car 


fares were announced today for the 
Detroit street cars as the resu't of the 
decision of Pingree and Tom Johnson 
to give the people' an object lesson of 
what they may expect if present plans 
for the sale of all the roads to the De- 
troit Municipal Railway company in 
behalf of the city win out. Tickets are 
sold at five for 15 cents. The city is in 
a furor over the situation. All the news- 
papers and nearly all the citizens are 
opposing Pingree's plant, and now it is 
claimed a majority of citizens will op- 
pose it on the ground that "three cent" 
fares and quasi municipal ownership 
will fail to pay expenses and the seven- 
teen millions proposed to be paid for the 
road. The Pingree people claim they 
will. At a special meeting this1 after- 
noon the council will pass a working 
ordinance, granting the municipal com- 
pany the right at any time to flx the 
rates of fare. It is said the rate mean- 
while will be three cents with universal 
transfers. The mayor will veto it and 
the question is, can the Pingree people 
secure its passage over another veto. 


It is reported, that as soon as the 


council adopts the municipal railway 
ordinance, Pingree will bend his ener- 
gies to securing a special session of the 
legislature for the purjxis of providing 
for the submission of a constitutional 
amendment to the people- permitting 
Detroit to go into municipal ownership 
of street railways. He hopes to have 
the session in operation, before the Nov- 
ember elections. He has issued a proc- 
lamation to the people calling attention 
to the efforts of the enemies of the peo- 
ple to defeat the "thrfi cent" fares for 
which he has been struggling for 10 
years, 'appealing to them to stand by 
him in the great contest.

"Many very religious people," replied

to whom he is really sincerely attached. 
Is an act of Self sacrifice to be regarded 
as a crime? No; it seems to me that 
each suscide must be judged on its own 
merits, taking into consideration the 
motives and beliefs of the person suicid- 
ing. Any other opinions ?" 


"I know none," Streuth answered. 


"In fact, I have not been thinking 
much about it. I want to get out of 
things. I don't ask myself if there are 
any objections or not.

"You surprise me," said Mr. Blake.

"All are open to objections. 
Chloral 


may kill you comfortably or make you

of unconsciousness, but not dead, and 
the treatment they give you then is not 
pretty. Many quick poisons are pain-- 
fnl, very painful, and in any case you 
leave your body about after. So untidy 
—such a want of neatness! Every sui- 
cide is anxious to wipe himself right 
out, to get away from public attention. 
If he leaves that body about after, peo- 
ple sit on it and say that ho was tem- 
porarily insane, and one of the jury is 
rude to the coroner, and the coroner ia, \

thing gets into the papers and the fam- 
ily is disgraced, and everybody feels 
that the death was grossly inartistic." 


"I don't know," said Strenth, "if 


yon imagine that by telling me these 
things you can deter me from the end 
which I have in view. If so, pray do 
not waste your time and mine any fur- 
ther." 


"I had X, such idea," said Mr. 


Blake. "All i wish to do is to give yon 
a chance of committing suicide in the 
best possible way. No pain, no scandal, 
no untidy body lying about afterward.

THE ALGER SITUATION. 


The recent statement made by Secre- 


tary Alger has increased the demand 
for his removal from the cabinet There 
is -ia growing feeling that there should 
be a more vigorous policy in the Philip- 
pines. Alger is admittedly incompetent 
and his voice as a cabinet member is 
•worth nothing. ,The president is ac- 
cused of being far too conservative and 
there is nothing iii Algsr that is aggres- 
sive. The cabinet is opposed to Alger 
and; the fact that he was not invited to 
a recent cabinet meeting indicates that 
the president would be pleased to accept 
his resignation. The war department 
has no more voice and no representa- 
tion in cabinet councils. The Corbln 
Influence with the president is about 
the only influence representing this de- 


8 partment, which is the most importfint 


department at the present time. In the 
face of this, Alger's statement that he 
will not get out is irritating to the 
country. Patience is very nearly ex- 
hausted, and the demand upon the pres- 
ident to bounce Alger is rapidly in- 
creasing. Alger has helped the grace 
with which this demand can be made 
and -also the grace with which it may 
be met by forming a political alliance 
with Pingree and using his cabinet po- 
sition to help his candidacy for a seat 
in- the United States senate. He is open 
to criticism now on the charge of un- 
seemly political dealing as "well as on 
the charge of incompetency. These two 
charges cause the demand for his re- 


• moval to be quite general -and very vig- 


orous. If Alger will not heed it the 
president must. The people want the 
operations in the Philippines to drag- no 
longer and somebody must be placed at 
the head of the war department to com- 
mand public confidence as well as to 
insure the highest efficiency. 


THE 
INCIDENT. 


If the reports from Manila be true 


that General John C. Bates has left 
that city bound for the Sulu islands 
with a present of $10,000 for the Sulu 
sultan we believe the administration 
should make prompt explanation. A 
few days ago there were reports of un- 
successful attempts by friendly natives 
and other persons to "negotiate" the 
surrender to American authority of 
some of the prominent insurgent gen- 
erals and their commands. The story 
•was too indefinite to be worthy of much 
consideration, but what consideration 
it did receive proved that there was no 
sentiment in favor of such-.a policy. The 
report that an army officer is carrying 
ofC to that youthful Sulu sultan $10,000 
of public money to be donated to the 
semi-barbarous Mohamedan for the 
purpose of buying his good will is more 
than what the people have been pre- 
pared to hear. 


It is hoped that if the sultan gets 


"United States money that the giving of 
it will be justified by it being made 
clear that payment of it is required to 
satisfy treaty conditions existing be- 
tween the sultan and Spain which it 
may be wise for the United States to 
continue in force. It does not appear 
that the sultan's dominion had ever 
more than treaty relations with the 
principal government of the Philippine 
group. The character and extent of 
these relations have not been given 
fully to the American people and prob- 
ably no one is yet sufficiently informed 
icncerning them to do so. President 
ichurman has just returned from a 
xour of most of the southern islands of 
he archipelago during which he had a 
conference with the sultan of Sulu. The 
reports made public relative to that 
conference contained the information 
that the sultan was anxious for the 
maintenance of peace and that he was 
willing to renew the existing treaties. 
It may be that our present relations 
with the sultan have been determined 
by information giveji the administra- 
tion by President Schurman. 
Mr. 


Schurman informed the sultan that it 
was not the intention of the Americans 
to Interfere with the religious belief ot 
any of the people of the Philippines, 
and the American policy in the islands 
must be liberal in this important re- 
gard. It would be suicidal to begin In 
the Sulu islands by attempting to/over- 
throw or materially restrict the sultan's 
power. 
Antipathy to American au- 


thority would at once develop and long- 
standing opposition might result. To 


oppose the sultan would be something 
altogether different 
from, 
opposing 


Aguinaldo, who represents nothing but 
temporal power, if he represents that. 


After all it may be wise—perhaps 


just, according to the status of the Sulu 
relations in the past— to treat with the 
sultan, at least at first, on a commer- 
cial basis, but it is hoped the adminis- 
tration can show good reasons why 
JlO/iOO should be presented to him. If 
the sultan has a title warranting the 
payment of this sum to him it is all 
right, but if he has not and the money 
has been given him as a bribe for his 
loyalty to United States occupation we 
fear the government has taken a step 
that will weaken it with the people. 
The American people do not like the 
flavor of such things. 


Now that the date for the republican 


caucuses has been set a little political 
work will be excusable.

The 
choice of M. O. Adams for chairman 
and of N. H. Haile of Springfield for 
chairman of the committee on resolu- 
tions could not be improved upon. The 
friends of all candidates must endorse 
the choice of these men. 


Senator George of Haverhill, who IR 


a candidate for the republican nomir-a- 
tion for state auditor, is receiving hand- 
some recognition by his county's piers. 
The senator has many warm frionds 
throughout the state—some in this city 
—who speak highly of his qualifications 
for the office he seeks. He has the re- 
putation of being a strong and honest 
man and a faithful public servant. 


The United States government will 


not join a move to seize the custom 
houses of Guatemala though Ameri- 
cans hold some of that bankrupt 
country's bonds. It may not interfere 
if other governments make a seizure. 
All that it is likely to do is to send suf- 
ficient naval force to protect American 
interests in the country. This does not 
prove that imperialism has become very 
deeply rooted in the American policy.

A Ru»»o-Aiiierlean Vndertitanding. 


The recent 
rapprochment 
betwe'en 


Great Britain and the United States 
has been observed with profound in- 
terest, if not with some misgiving, by 
the other great powers of the world. 
Nowhere has the sudden change in sen- 
timent between the two great English- 
speaking 
nations 
been 
so closely 


watched, and its possible consequences 
so carefully estimated, as in Russia, 
where its manifestations have pyeited 
disapproval 
and 
apprehension. The 


July number of the North American 
Review contains an article, entitled 
"Ex Oriente I/ux; a Plea for a Russo- 
American Undestanding," by Prince 
E. Ookhtomsky, the editor of the St. 
Petersburg Viedomosti; the- organ of 
the Russian government, and his as- 
sociate, Vladimir Holmstrem, setting 
forth in impressive array the reasons 
why our present understanding with 
Great Britain should give place to a 
close understanding and friendly co- 
operation with Russia. M. Holmstrem, 
in reviewing the circumstances which 
favor a community of feeling between 
his own country and the United States, 
says: 


"The position of Russia and 
the 


United States in their respective 'con- 
tinents is identical. Both are self-con- 
tained, 
self-supporting communities, 


with a destiny naturally imposed upon 
them by the prominent place they oc- 
cupy, each in its own sphere and within 
its boundaries. 
Their 
expansion in 


their respective continents has been a 
natural movement, paralleled only in 
the case of China; it has been peaceful 
in the main and brought enlightenment 
and the higher civilization in its train. 
I have shown elsewhere what the char- 
acter of Russian expansion in Asia has 
been. The wars that Russia waged in 
Europe were carried on in self-defence 
against the pressure of the Teutonic 
Order, against the Swedes, the Poles 
and the Turks. Russia saved Europe 
from the hordes of Asia, and the mere 
fact of her growth enabled the Balkan 
States to throw off the Turkish yoke, 
the weight of which was once felt as 
far as the walls of Vienna. The peace- 
ful disposition of Russia in Europe is 
evident from the fact that during the 
whole of the present century Russia 
has 
never been 
the. aggressor in 


Europe: other nations have risen in 
arms against her, but with no success 
worth mentioning. Continuing to de- 
monstrate the identity of the positions 
of Russia and the United States, we 
rnu&t remark that both these countries, 
as well as China, are, each in its own 
sphere, a world, a universe, wherein 
various races and creeds are brought 
together into a harmonious whole, and 
I sometimes think that if ever the 
union of the churches were to become 
an accomplished fact, it would be in 
America. Both countries, too .afford 
opportunities for liberty- in the highest 
sense of the word, as founded on genu- 
ine equality of rights, and certainly 
realize this idea more than any other 
country. The Tsardom of Russia rests 
on a democratic foundation; the Rus- 
sian Tsars have always fought for the 
masses against the classes, whenever 
the latter have shown a. tendency to 
oligarchy and caste exclusiveness. The 
Tr;ar is always the Tsar of the com- 
mons, of the common people whom he 
has freed from serfdom, although it is 
admitted that existence of the classes 
is a condition of regular and healfhy 
life for the community. Our nihilists 
are maniacs in theTr good intentions, 
corresponding to the anarchists of 
Western civilization; as are the latter, 
so are the former, the expression of 
some unhealthy syrnpiom In the life of 
the nation. 


Aiding and Abetting the Enemy. 


In the speech addressed the other day 


to th§ Boston chamber of commerce, 
John Barrett, lately United States min- 
ister to Siam, made it clear that the 
antl-oxpnnsionist arcc hargeablo with 
the outbreak and the prolongation of 
the war in the Philippines. Tho first- 
hand evidence which he "oringa forward,

and which seems to bo undisputed, 
proved that those who denounced in the 
United States and elsewhere the acqui- 
sition of the Philippines, and who de- 
clared that never would it be sanc- 
tioned by the American people, have 
been guilty of the offense known in law 
as giving aid and comfort to the na- 
tion's enemies. 
But for them, the at- 


tack upon our forces at Manila, which 
was made on the day preceding the 
vote on the Spanish treaty in the sen- 
ate 
would 
have 
never 
taken 


place; and, but for them, the hopeless 
attempt to resist the American soldiers 
would have been long since abandoned. 
Mr. Barrett, as it happened, was so- 
journing in Hong Kong during 
the 


weeks preceding our ratification of the 
Spanish treaty. One day, an agent of 
Aguinaldo showed him a telegram from 
Washington containing extracts from 
the speech deivered by Senator Hoar, 
in which the Filipinos, who, since the 
signing of the protocol, had remained 
quiesecent, were incited to fight for 
their independence, and were assured 
that they would have the sympathies of 
a large and ultimately dominant sec- 
tion of the American people. This tele- 
gram was submitted to Aguinaldo, who 
at once had it translated into the Span- 
ish and Tagal languages, and published 
in a circular, of which thousands of 
copies were transmitted among his fol- 
lowers. 
The effect of the circular was 


made known to Mr Barrett, when he 
subsequenly visited Manila. 
He found 


the belief there currrent that the un- 
expected attack on the American, line 
had been due to Senator Hoar's speech, 
and that this, with other documents 
emanating from 
the 
anti-expansion 


league, which also had been widely 
circulated In Spanish "translations, had 
nerved the Filipinos to continue hos- 


tilities until the meeting of our next 
rongress in December, uhen, as they 
had been wrongfully informed. Presi- 
dent McKinley would bo forced to re- 
call the troops under General Otis, and 
to recognize the independence of the 
islanders. Nothing, of course, could be 
further from the truth. Next December 
will find the republicans much stronger 
in the senate than they were la&t win- 


ter, 
while, as regards the house of rep- 


resentatives, not only will the republi- 
cans have a majority, but the demo- 
crats will be divided asi regards the 
policy of expansion. 
Whatever may 


be the ultimate destiny of the islands, 
most of which, including a large part 
of Luzon, are now under the American 
flag. It is absolutely certain that our 
soldiers will retire from them, if re- 
tire they do, not as vanquished, but as 
victors. 
If we give up the islands at 


all, we shall do it under circumstances 
that will not justify foreign nations 
in imputing to us inability to subdue 
an insurrection which our own citi- 
zens fomented. If we eventually see 
fit togivc the Filipinos independence, as 
Mr. Gladstone gave it to the Boers, we 
shall see to it that the act will be de- 
scribed by historians as one of magnan- 
imity and not of pusillanimity. Mean- 
while, there is but little doubt that 
thgse American citizens whose anti- 
expansion speeches and pamphlets have 
been transmitted to Luzon, and there 
translated for circulation among Agui- 
naldo's followers, might be arrested 
and held for trial in a United States 
court for the offense of giving aid an 
comfort to rebellion. We believe, also, 
that, if tried, they would be found 
guilty.

'"We must not only think in words, 


bat we must also try to use the best 
words and those which in speech will 
put what is in our minds into the 
minds of others. This is the great art 
which those must gain who wish to 
teach in the school, the church, at the 
bar or through the press. To do this in 
the right way they should use the 
short words which we learn in early 
life and which have the same sense to 
nil classes of men. Tho English of our 
Bible is good. Now and then some 
long words arc found, nud they always 
hurt the verses in which you find them.

Hezekiah, king of Judah, who reign- 


ed in tho years 717 to 688, B. C., was a 
pioneer in constructing a system of 
waterworks, bringing water Into the 
city of Jerusalem. In the holy book 
we read: "He made the pool and con- 
duit and brought the water into the 
city, stopping the upper part of Gihon, 
and brought it straight down- to the 
west, side of the city of David. And 
Hezekiah prospered in all his works." 
From the "pools of Solomon," near 
Bethlehem, water was conveyed to 
Jerusalem, a distance of six or seven 
miles, through a conduit of earthen 
pipe about teu inches in diameter.

BREWER'S MONOLOGUE 


On the Part He Played in the 
Civil Service investigation 


ERSTWHILE PLOWBOY

yestorday ."U'ternoon by Commissioner 
Mark S. lliov.fr. \vho gave a monologue 
to the members of the preys who had 
reported Un» proceriiings oi the investi- 
gation. 
Mr. Brewer iiuited tlu- report- 


ers to the rooms where the sessions had 
been held, and there spoke for an hour 
and a l\:i\t in reply to charges made 
against him by Senator Chandler ajv.l 
Governor Busiel, through 
the press. 


Senator Chandler \\ as invited to be pres- 
ent by Mr. Brewer, but declined. 


Mr. Brewer stated to the newspaper 


men that when the first letter came from 
Governor Busicl making- the cha.rges 
against Senator GaKinger he was absent 
from Washington. "Had I been present 
my first suggestion would have been that 
Governor Busiel should put the charges 
in form and present them to the district 
attorney for the state of New Hamp- 
shire. Inasmuch as they seemed to in- 
dicate a violation of the statute and not 
of the commission's rules, the district 
attorney could have brought them be- 
fore the grand jury of a federal court and 
compelled the, attendance of witnesses, 
which this commission could not do. 


"I have had personal acquaintance 


with both senators from New Hamp- 
shire for more than 20 years and I have 
been on friendly terms with ttem both. 
On account of those friendly relations I 
did not desire to come here and try this 
case. I did come simply because I was 
ordered to do so. Upon our arrival here 
my associates insisted that I must con- 
duct the proceedings. This I did with as 
much vigor as I ever displayed in a trial 
In court. I have sought in every way to 
elucidate pertinent facts. I never have 
had a thought of screening anybody f roni 
trial or from conviction for any viola- 
tion of the statutes." 


In relation to the statement in the 


course of the investigation that he had 
himself contributed to the 
campaign 


fund, Mr, Brewer stated that he had 
never contributed a dollar in violation of 
any statute. "I have accomplished ten 
times more for the cause of civil service 
than Senator Chandler ever dreamed of," 
remarked Mr. Brewer, parenthetically. 
With reference to the fact that he noti- 
fied witnesses that they were not obliged 
to answer certain questions, Mr. Brewer 
said he did only what any judge in any 
court in the land would be expected to 
do, that is, inform witnesses as to their 
legal 
rights. 
Commissioner 
Brewer 


quoted Senator Chandler's remarks that 
the other investigators, Commissioner 
Harlow and Agent Wales, were "good 
fellows," and explained, "I did nothing 
here, except get mad, that has not met 
the approval of these two 'good fellows,' 
and I take the responsibility for getting 
mad. If Senator Chandler had con- 
tinued thole insinuations I would have 
flung him out of the window. No man 
with a particif n£ self-respect could sit 
still and perrrit such allegations to be 
niad« by a gentleman of his position." 


As to Senator Chandler's movement for 


his removal, Mr. Brewer said: "Ble&s his 
dear heart. He knows nothing about 
my relations with the president, and no 
more about the civil service commission 
than does the man in the moon. I am 
not filling the position at my own re- 
quest, or through my own seeking, but 
simply and solely because William Mc- 
Kinley sent for me and urged me to take 
It. If President McKinley should decide 
to take the advice of Senator Chandler 
and Governor Busiel, and should ask me 
for the chair I have occupied for the past 
18 month's, it tvffuld be al.most as pleasant 
to me as to Senator Chandler. 


"I am earnestly desirous as a member 


of the commission, and as a citizen, of 
having the law and the rules thoroughly, 
honestly and straightforwardly enforced 
In every state of the Union. Senator 
Chandler and I have long been friends, 
and will be again in a few days, I doubt 
not." 


Senator Chandler, "when seen later, said 


that his position is not at all changed by 
Mr. Brewer's statement. He will prefer 
charges against Commissioner Brewer, 
not on account of any personal dis- 
courtesy, but on account of general mis- 
conduct of the hearing by the commis- 
sion. 


Neither Chandler, Busiel nor Gallin- 


ger were present or represented by coun- 
sel at continued hearings yesterday, al- 
though W. D. Chandler, son of the sena- 
tor, came in for a few moments. 


One witness, Thomas F. Clifford, a 


clerk in the state committee during the 
1893 campaign, was 
examined. 
His 


evidence shed no light upon Gallinger's 
connection with the circular or levying 
of assessments. 
Witness' replies were 


a series of negatives. 
He knew noth- 


ing, except that the assessments were 
sent out and signed during the cam- 
paign of 1896 by the chairman of the 
committee, John A. Spaldlng. 
The fact 


•was demonstrated that Gallinger's writ- 
Ing did not appear on any circulars or 
envelopes brought before the commis- 
sion. 
Secretary of State Pearson, man- 


ager of the Rumford Printing company, 
refused to state by whom the assess- 
ment circulars in the last campaign 
were ordered unless compelled to do so 
by legal process. 


Won't Yield to Opposition. 


Madrid, July 14.—Premier Silvela had 


a prolonged conference last evening with 
the leaders of the opposition who desire 
the consideration of the 
budget pro- 


posals postponed to October. Senor Vil- 
laverde, the minister of finance, had a 
similar conference. 
There are per- 


sistent reports of a cabinet crisis, the 
minister of finance refusing to yield to 
the demands of the opposition group. 


/'-Thieving Chinese Official*. 


London, July 14.—The Pekln correspon-

Laurin has attained such a lead in the 
county primaries that his election as 
United States senator is practically con- 
ceded. He has 72 votes in the primaries 
thus far held.

Even if 
l;e were successful in carrying all the 
northern counties which are supposed to 
be solid for him he could not possi'bly 
overcome McLaurin's lead.

"I have figured in quite a number of 


varied events during over a quarter of 
a century of active newspaper reper- 
Vorlal life," explained an old newspaper 
writer to a Star reporter, "but I never 
got in but one duel when it was to a 
finish, aud in the instance I refer to it 
was to a finish, I assure you.

"At 10 o'clock two carriages arrived, 


in each of which was a single occupant, 
each having a sword, what is common- 
ly known as a broadsword, like that 
which men-of-war's men have. They 
had but little to say, and in a few min- 
utes they were properly attired in the 
gymnasium suits aiid announced that 
they were ready for the battle. 


"I had seen some professional broad- 


sword combats and rather looked for 
some heavy work, but in less than a 
minute we all realized that there seem- 
ed to be more earnestness about the 
combat than was customary in meet- 
ings of professionals, it mattered not 
how .large the stakes were. 


"The 
men wore the customary wire 


head covering, and it was well they did 
so, otherwise there would have been 
one or two heads scattered about on 
the floor, for the fight was fast and 
furious. At the expiration of ten min- 
uteSjvthese was a halt fttlted so that a 
terrible gash on the sword arm of one 
of the combatants could be bandaged 
by a physician who conveniently drop- 
ped in. 


"Then the fighters started in hammer 


and tongs at each other, and in 12 min- 
utes one of the men was lying on the 
floor with a terrible gash in his shoul- 
der and a rap on his head which sound- 
ed so loud that it was'heard in the po- 
lice station adjoining. The clothing of 
the men was as fully covered with 
blood as if they had been painted with 
it 
. 


"That ended it. Both men had re- 


ceived at least a dozen wounds, and 
the Tictor fell in a faint in less than a 
minute after he was declared the con- 
queror. My friend, on behalf of the 
participants, thanked us for our at- 
tendance, and we left after seeing the 
men lifted into carriages and taken 
away. 


"It was several weeks before we 


knew to a certainty "what it all meant 
and were not told then until both men 
had fully recovered. It transpired that 
the participants were both Danish offl- 
' cers; that they had quarreled in New 


York in regard to an offlcial matter, 
and that a challenge passed and was 
accepted, and that all the details of the 
settlemeat had been left to the Danish 
consul,-and that the whole party of us 
had innocently presided over a real 
duel. 


"The 
strange part of it was that it 


took place within souad of the police

A building trades council for this city 
s being discussed by members of the 
'entral Labor union, and at the regu- 
ar meeting of the union last evening a 
committee was appointed to call 
a 


meeting of the building- trade workers, 
0 take steps to form such an organi- 
zation. The council if formed will be 
designed to include the Masons', Car- 
penters', 
Plumbers' 
and 
Painters' 


unions, so that the entire building busi- 
less will be brought under one head. 


The reason for this is the present 


state of affairs 
in the 
local unions 


which allows union and non-union men 
to work together on the same building, 
either in the same or different unions. 
The Masons' union enforces its rule that 
ts members will not work on the same 
job with non-union masons, but the 
carpenters' union does not yet enforce 
ts rule to this effect, and in any cases 
union masons may work on the same 
building with non-union carpenters or 
painters. 


A building trades council would bring 


all 4he.se trades together for the pur- 
pose of controlling more perfectly than 
is possible under the present conditions 
the building business of the city. In 
most of the larger cities there 
are 


similar councils, which result in giving 
the unions much more influence and 
power than they could secure in any 
other way. If there is a disagreement 
in one trade, and its members wish to 
enforce any demands against the con- 
tractors, they have the support of all 
the other trades in the council, and a 
tie-up is more easily effected. 


This was the most important busi- 


ness at the meeting last evening. The 
semi-annual election of officers 
was 


held, and occupied considerable atten- 
tion. The new delegates, were seated, 
and while a good many old delegates 
were returned, there were a number of 
new faces.

bugs." Either from motives of curiosi- 
ty or self-protection everyone wants to 
see the famous insects, and the local 
merchant who first secures a guaran- 
teed specimen o* the real article for 
exhibition in his store window will in- 
sure a crowd in front for the full nine- 
hour day, with overtime. A number of 
local people were reported 
yesterday 


and today as having found bugs which 
resembled descriptions of "Hooson" as 
it is no\v called. 


Embryo entomologists are numerous 


in this section of the country, and each 
peculiar insect is seized upon and im- 
paled upon a pin for exhibition, until 
anything from a June-bug to a long- 
eared bat is masqueraded as a "kissing 
bug." 
Descriptions in plenty of the in- 


sect could be given, but a chance to see 
a real specimen would relieve the popu- 
lar mind and reduce the price of win- 
dow screens. 


A person who has known something 


about the bug and his kissing- ways 
gives the following interesting- specific 
for curing the bite: Firstly, avoid ex- 
citement and fear; secondly, do not 
touch any part of your body with your 
hands or your fingers if you do not wish 
to raise welts on it, such as follow the 
stinging of nettles; thirdly, and chiefly, 
bathe the bite with sharp vinegar and 
salt quickly and freely, 
and

every few hours to keep the fever down.

Now I for one^ have al- 
ways had the impression that trap rock 
is a material of road construction un- 
obtainable in this locality, unless we 
choose to consider as a source of supply 
hose streets -which were macadamized 
fears ago and whinh have been so 
ihamefully neglected ever since. 


However, if local oua.nymen, have 


discovered trap-rock and intend to es- 
tablish a new industry here it would 
make an interesting fact for publica- 


ion; 
but perhaps the writer merely 


ii^ant "crushed stone" where he scv re- 
peatedly used the word "trap-rock," in 
ivhich case it might be well to bear I 
n mind, that while trap rock may be i 
and is crushed for use as road metal, i 
all crushed stone is by no means trap- ' 
'ock as above implied. 


Trap or trap-rock is a name indis- j 


criminately applied to any dark-colored 
mass of igneous rock, regardless of its 
composition. 
The word cornes to us j 


from the Swedish word trapp, which is a 
derivation of trappa, meaning a sfair or | 
stairs; so called from the stair-like ar- 
rangement often 
observable in these 


rocks. (See Johnson's Cyclopaedia.)

trap as "any dark colored rock having 
more or less of a columnar structure I 
and apparently volcanic or eruptive in 
origin."
